may deem best, the importation of ardent 
spirits." 


Hon. 
Charles II. Joyce, of Vermont, 


said in tho National House of Itepresen- 
tivcs, during its last session, in a speech 
upon this subject : 


"But, sir, it seems to me thai the evil 


sought to be remedied is national, per- 
taining to all the States in common, 
equally and deeply affecting and interest- 
ing the people of the whole country, and 
should be investigated by the National 
Government."

And again : 
"If, then, the power of Congress to in- 


vestigate the causes and guard against 
the ravages of disease and 
pestilence 


which make their appearance but seldom, 
and then only at the sacrifice of a few 
thousand of our people and an inconsider- 
able amount of property in a small sec- 
tion of the country, stands unquestioned 
and unchallenged, shall we question its 
power to inquire into and protect us from 
the ravages of the demon of intemperance 
that is striking down his millions every 
year ; whose work of destruction is not 
con fined to any time, locality, or class, but 
who distills his insidious poison upon the 
lips of the high and the low, the rich and 
the poor, by night and by day, in every 
part and portion of our country ; who re- 
spects neither age cor sex, and who fills 
the whole land with crushing sorrow and 
anguish unutterable?*' 


"Sir, it is my conviction, as it is tho 


theory of the temperance people of th;s 
country, that we should "turn on the 
light" upon this subject, get all the 
knowledge we can from all sources, and 
then if it turns out that any man is en- 
gaged in business or indulging in prac- 
tices which cm not endure the blaze of 
investigation and inquiry, let them bo 
abandoned and his efforts be directed to 
some legitimate and honorable calling, 
and his habits corrected and reformed. 
It is a principle of law as old as civiliza- 
tion, that every man is bound to so use 
his own property and so exercise and 
enjoy his own rights as not to disturb 
or injure his neighbors. Now, sir, how is 
it possible for any man to manufacture 
and sell intoxicating liquors to his fellow 
men, to be used by them as a beverage, 
and which will inevitably ruin them body 
and soul, and not violate this ancient and

Why then should you 
not vote for one of your townsmen in pre- 
ference to an outsider ?" The point we 
have emphasized in this campaign, and to 
which we call attention again, is that per- 
onal considerations should be thrown 
aside at this election. Individual prefer- 
ences should not be allowed to dominate 
when matters of vital party interests are 
at stake. There is no danger of the Re- 
publican majority in the Legislature being 
too large, and there is no more reason why 
Mr. Phillips should be voted for when a 
Republican majority is assured than there 
would be if his defeat were necessary to 
complete the Republican majority.

Every man, to be a decent man, must have 
his brain and heart in partnership.

thing. 
[Applause,] 


A Republican is a Republican because

Of what 
use to have the attorney for the defendant 
if the jury lias been bought ? This being 
a free Government, we have the right to 
appeal to each other. 
This is a govern- 


ment based upon argument, upon reason, 
upon moral suasion. And any man op- 
posed to free speech is a traitor to the 
American Government. [Loud applause.]

statesmanship is the origination of the 
heresy that the authority of the Nation is 
a rope of straw, a chain of mist, are not 
statesmen, but cunning, slimy dema- 
gogues.

stitution that could not exist except by 
brute force; hence their opposition to 
free speech.

The parade which countermarched 
in front of the stand, interfered with the 
commencement of the address, and most 
of the Democrats marched off with the 
procession, leaving the colored friend and 
brother to labor with the few Democrats 
left and surprise them by informing them 
that they were and always had been friends 
of the negro. 
The main portion of his 


remarks, couched in most grotesque lan- 
guage, and as grammatical as a parrot, 
was devoted to wildly asking of the air 
what the Republican party had done for 
"the nigger," and why the Republicans 
had broken their promise and forgotten 
to give him ''forty acres of land and a 
blind mule." This joke caused the half- 
dozen Democrats to applaud mightily, and 
thus encouraged, the colored brother be- 
came more earnest, and told of his expe- 
rience in Chester County, where some 
colored women berated him for being a 
Democrat. 
But, continued he, "when 


the mcetin' was ovah, and I was goin' to 
my lodgin', who should I see but these 
very women goin' down a lane linked arms 
with white Dimocrats ; black Dimocrats 
wasn't good enough for 'em, but white 
Dimocrats was." The speaker made some 
astounding revelations, saying, among 
other things, that there was no morality

Republicans standing around, and after 
being vanquished in argument by James 
Cornish, one of our colored Republicans, 
formerly from Virginia, where the speak- 
er professed to hail from, he disappeared 
into a neighboring saloon.

dall then asked the crowd if they could 
endure a speech from him, and put it to 
a vote whether he should speak. 
He only 


put the affirmative of the question and in 
his judicial manner decided it carried, 
and spoke until only two or three men 
were left to listen to him.
